Meanwhile, Carter mentioned the 
possibility of a tax cut in a radio interview 
in Pittsburgh when he told a questioner that 
instead of raising taxes there is a “much 
more likely prospect of tax reduction in the 
next fbur years. I believe it is almost 
inevitable.” 
Asked later if he meant there could be a 


general tax cut, he said, "I would say that is 
true.” 
Carter previously has said he would 
redistribute the tax burden to give tax cuts 
to lower and middle income families by 
closing tax loopholes, lowering tax rates 
and throwing more of a burden on upper 
income taxpayers. 
In a speech Wednesday night, he said his 
plans for cutting unemployment, balancing 
the budget and steadying the national 
growth rate would increase revenues by 160 
million. That money, he said, could be used 
“partly for a substantial tax reduction.” 
Later, a Carter aide said the candidate 
was not proposing a tax cut or saying he 
expects to have a tax cut. But the aide said 
Carter meant that if the tax level is 
changed, a cut would be more likely than an 
increase. 
Meanwhile, Dole said he really wasn’t 
switching his position when he dropped his 
reference to “Democrat wars,” it was Just 
that he didn't remember using the phrase in 


his televised debate with Mondale. 
The transcript of the debate shows Dole 
used the term “Democrat wars” twice. Re­ 
porters covering the candidate recalled him 
defending the phrase in the past week and 
using the term as late as Monday. 


But the assertion that the wars of this 
century had been partisan conflicts angered 
Democrats and shocked some high level 
Republicans, and there were indications 
that Dole was getting pressure from the 
GOP campaign to backtrack on the 
statement. 


So the Republican vice presidential 
candidate declared Tuesday in Troy, Ohio, 
that “no, I don’t believe" that either World 
War II or Vietnam were partisan wars. 
But Dole said Wednesday that he was not 
reversing his position and that he only 
brought up the subject in Troy because “I 
didn't want the media to be confused. ” 
He was then asked, “Are you still calling 
them Democrat wars?” 


“Never did,” Dole responded. 


Dole's press secretary, Larry Speakes, 
said Dole “did not recall that specific quote 
from the debate.” And Speakes said the 
candidate still did not remember saying 
anything about any “Democrat war” even 
when shown a partial transcript of his 
debate. 
In Washington, pollsters Louis Harris and 
George Gallup told the National Press Club 
that their figures indicate the voter turnout 
will be the key factor in the election. 
Gallup said the voter turnout next 
Tuesday will be about normal for a 
presidential year and that that will help 
Ford. Harris said his surveys indicate turn­ 
out may be low and that will help the 
Republican. 


Gallup said his latest figures show Carter 
with a 6 per cent lead over Ford and Harris 
said he thinks Carter's lead is about 3 per 
cent.

Will vitamin C cure cold? 


BOSTON (AP) — The claim that vitamin 
C cures the common cold is being disputed 
by researchers who say the drug is of 
practically no value in fighting coughs and 
runny noses. . 
The latest conclusion comes from the 
same group of doctors who two years ago 
reported that vitamin C might ease cold 
symptoms. Now they say their first 
assertions were wrong. 
In a report published today, the doctors 
said, “We do not believe that vitamin C has 
widespread usefulness as a cold remedy.” 
The study, led by Dr. John L. Coulehan of 
the University of Pittsburgh Medical 
School, appears in the New England Jour­ 
nal of Medicine. 
Discussion over this use of the drug has 
been going on since 1970, when Nobel 
laureate Linus Pauling said people who took 
large daily doses of vitamin C would have 
fewer colds. He also said the colds they did 
get would be less severe. 
Coulehan’s part in the controversy began 
in 1974, when his team published the results 
of a study conducted on Navajo boarding 
school students in Arizona. They concluded 
that the pupils who took vitamin C had 
milder colds. 
In the second study, the doctors ex­ 
perimented with 868 Navajo children at 
schools in Steamboat and Lower Grease- 
wood, Ariz. Half of the pupils took vitamin C 
and the rest received fake pills. After five 
months, the number and severity of colds 
caught by the two groups was almost 
identical. 
“Our important finding was negative," 
Coulehan said. 
“We were unable to 
demonstrate significant benefits of vitamin 
C.“

In a speech Wednesday night, he said his 
plans for cutting unemployment, balancing 
the budget and steadying the national 
growth rate would increase revenues by $60 
million. That money, he said, could be used 
"partly for a substantial tax reduction.” 
Later, a Carter aide said the candidate 
was not proposing a tax cut or saying he 
expects to have a tax cut. But the aide said 
Carter meant that if the tax level is 
changed, a cut would be more likely than an 
increase 
Meanwhile, Dole said he really wasn’t

Will vitamin C cure cold? 


BOSTON (AP) — The claim that vitamin 
C cures the common cold is being disputed 
by researchers who say the drug is of 
practically no value in fighting coughs and 
runny noses. 
The latest conclusion comes from the 
sam e group of doctors who two years ago 
reported that vitamin C might ease cold 
symptoms. 
Now 
they 
say their first 
assertions were wrong. 
In a report published today, the doctors 
said. “We do not believe that vitamin C has 
widespread usefulness as a cold remedy.” 
The study, led by Dr. John L. Coulehan of 
the 
University 
of Pittsburgh 
Medical 
School, appears in the New' England Jour­ 
nal of Medicine. 
Discussion over this use of the drug has 
been going on since 1970, when Nobel 
laureate Linus Pauling said people who took 
large daily doses of vitamin C would have 
fewer colds He also said the colds they did 
get would be less severe 
Coulehan's part in the controversy began 
in 1974, when his team published the results 
of a study conducted on Navajo boarding 
school students in Arizona. They concluded 
that the pupils who took vitamin C had 
milder colds 
In the second study, the doctors ex­ 
perimented with 868 Navajo children at 
schools in Steamboat and Lower Grease- 
wood. Ariz Half of the pupils took vitamin C 
and the rest received fake pills After five 
months, the number and severity of colds 
caught by the two groups was almost 
identical. 
"Our important finding was negative." 
Coulehan 
said 
"We were unable to 
demonstrate significant benefits of vitamin

HOW TO HELP 
GUATEMALA 
It seems that there have been an increasing number of 
natural disasters in recent years. One of the most tragic 
of these occurred in the peaceful Central American 
country of Guatemala on February 4. 
At about 3 a.m. that day, one of the strongest ear­ 
thquakes ever felt by man — lasting 30 seconds and 
registering 7.5 on the Richter scale — hit Guatemala, 
toppling adobe walls and ceilings onto a still-sleeping 
population. Left in the wake of the first earthquake, and 
other quakes that quickly followed, were 24,000 dead, 
60,000 injured, and about 1,000,000 homeless. 
Since then, the hearts of a number of other countries 
have gone out to the people of Guatemala. To its credit 
and in line with its historic pattern, the United States has 
led relief efforts, Our government, working with a 
special 925 million appropriation voted by Congress, has 
been busy in recent weeks in efforts to reconstruct roads, 
bridges, and other facilities destroyed in the quake. 
More impressive even than what our government has 
done, however, is what individual American citizens 
have been doing to aid Guatemalans. Members of a 
number of religious organizations, such as the Catholics, 
Baptists, Mormons, Seventh Day Adventists, and 
Salvation Army, have shared in major efforts to 
reconstruct housing and otherwise aid survivors. 
One Baptist pastor, Norman E. Mitchell, of Pocomoke 
City, Md., learned that there was an acute shortage of 
skilled manpower with which to rebuild housing for the 
country’s rural Indians who were hit hardest by the 
quake. So he wrote 30 letters to friends in Maryland and 
Virginia, asking them to take a week off work and pay 
their own expenses to Guatemala (nearly $500 round- 
trip) to help build housing for the Indians. Twenty-one of 
the 30 subsequently accompanied Rev. Mitchell to 
Guatemala, returning early in October after living and 
working for one week among the people there. 
Rev. Mitchell reports that housing materials are 
available in the country, and that it is labor that con­ 
tinues to be in critically short supply. He is now planning 
another work expedition for next spring and invites 
anyone who can personally accompany him back to 
Guatemala, or donate money to help send someone else, 
to do so. His address is First Baptist Church, Pocomoke 
City, Md.

Most solutions are 
reached through information 
from a victim or witnesses. In 
more than half of the solutions 


the suspect’s name is known or 
can be determined at the time 
the crime is reported. 
Many serious crimes, says the 
Rand study, receive “no more 
attention than the reading of the 
initial incident report.” Less 
than one day is given to the 
majority of those which are 
investigated. And data show 
that police detectives often 
spend time on cases where no 
solution is likely because of the 
crime’s notoriety or simply to 
satisfy a victim’s expectations. 
The study, which was con­ 
ducted over a two-year period 
under a grant from the National 
Institute of Law Enforcement 
and Criminal Justice, the 
research center of the U.S. Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance 
Administration, comes to the 
obvious conclusion that valuable 
police manpower may be wasted 
on so-called detective work. 
This will vary from city to city 
because manpower utilization is 
being reviewed in some (daces. 
But where personnel seem to 
become frozen in jobs, there is a 
clear need to ask whether there 
are too many “Kojaks.” 
Those who are on detective 
duty can be more productive, 
the Rand report says. One way 
is in doing a more careful job of 
documenting evidence and 
strengthening 
fingerprint 
processing.

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Legionnaires* Killer Pinpointed

WASHINGTON - Congres­ 
sional investigators believe that 
“a demented veteran or a 
paranoid, anti-military type,” 
with some knowledge of chemis­ 
try, may have been responsible 
for the mysterious deaths of 29 
American Legion conven­ 
tioneers in Philadelphia last 
July. 
A study, stamped “Secret 
Classified," suggests that the 
madman mixed dry ice with 
deadly nickel carbonyl. With this 
witches' brew, he could have 
released a cloud of tasteless, 
odorless, invisible gas into the 
air ducts of the Bellevue Strat­ 
ford hotel, where the Legion­ 
naires stayed. 
The study was ordered by 
Rep. John Murphy, D.-N.Y., in 
preparation for hearings next 
month. His investigators called 
the handling of the mysterious 
epidemic a “fiasco.” They 
blamed local, state and federal 
medical authorities alike. 
First, the authorities 
mistakenly concentrated upon 
swine flu as the mast likely cause 
of the frightening Legionnaires 
Disease. Not until after vital 
tissues of the dead victims had 
been contaminated did the 
medical examiners turn to 
nickel poisoning as the probable 
cause. 
“The failure to s^ve and keep 


free from contamination the 
tissues," the secret document 
charges, 
is clearly the reason 
that ultimate resolution of the 
cause of Legionnaires Disease 
may never be found.” 
Yet the disaster was not with­ 
out its heroes. One was Dr. Er­ 
nest Campbell of Bloomsburg 
Pa., who spotted three in­ 
dividuals with the same 
symptoms. This was endugh to 
alarm him, and he tried to ar­ 
range for immediate tests. But 
he was told “that the state 
laboratory was closed for the 
weekend,” the investigators 
relate. 
The Pennsylvania Legion’s ad- 
jutant, Edward Hoak, also tried 
in vain to contact state health 
authorities on July 31. But it was 
a Saturday, and he couldn’t 
reach anyone? Not until Monday 
was he able to get through. Iben 
the outbreak of fevers and death 
had become epidemic. 
Belatedly, some 150 federal, 
state and local physicians, 
biologists and chemists began a 
scientific search for the killer. 
They followed the lead of the 
federal Center for Disease Con­ 
trol, which directed all efforts 
“toward the swine flu virus as 
the causal agent,” report the 
congressional investigators. 
Yet "highly qualified profes­ 
sionals” had already warned 


that the symptoms suggested not 
swine flu but toxic poisoning. 
The experts finally came around 
to the same conclusion. But it 
was too late. The contaminated 
tissues and improper autopsies 
made the detection of nickel or 
other toxics almost impassible. 
Dr. William Sunderman Sr., a 
toxicological expert, told tlie in­ 
vestigators that “medical 
authorities were remiss in not 
recognizing toxic symptoms... at 
an earlier date.” He claimed that 
an antidote he has developed 
could have “saved a great num­ 
ber of the victims.” 
Dr. Jerrold Abraham, a 
pathologist at the University of 
California in San Diego, told the 
probers that he had found “tiny 
bits of metal, suggestive of weld­ 
ing or soldering exposure,” in a 
number of the tissue samples. 
His testimony was an embar­ 
rassment to the Center for Dis­ 
ease Control, which tried to dis­ 
courage him from talking. 
Before he testified, the investiga­ 
tors reported to Murphy, an offi­ 
cial of the center told him “to 
give us nothing.” 
Sunderman’s son, Dr. William 
Sunderman Jr., who is described 
by the investigators as “the na­ 
tion’s leading expert in nickel 
poisoning,” offered this startling 
opinion; “The exposure to nickel 
carbonyl must have been in­ 
troduced willfully because the 
quantity fotnd in the tissues of 
the victims could not otherwise 
be explained.” 
The younger Sunderman 
theorized that the nickel com­ 
pound was combined with dry 
ice and “introduced into the 
hotel where delegates were 
meeting or in other public 
rooms.” The dry ice could then 
“boil off, leaving no residue ex­ 
cept that found in the tissues,” he 
explained. 
His theory, was bolstered by 


“an anonymous, ominous-sound­ 
ing letter,” which was mailed on 
July 28, days before the Legion­ 
naires Disease attracted im* 
tional attention. The letter 
“referred to substances contain­ 
ing nickel carbonyl and dis­ 
cussed the murder and killing of 
authority and military-type 
figures.” 
Sunderman turned the 
ominous letter over to Murphy, 
who brought it to the attention of 
the chief of forensic psychiatry 
at Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center. He advised Murphy that 
the writing was characteristic of 
“an envious paranoid, full of 
haired,” who could be mur- 
derouf 
People with these symptoms, 
he said, direct their hatred 
against “an element of personal 
contact,” such as their own 
physician, or against “a person 
in exalted circumstances, such 
as the President or FBI director. 
Added the chief psychiatrist “I 
would not be surprised if this 
person were id or recently 
released from a mental hospi­ 
tal.” The writer could commit 
“acts based on (his) distorted 
perceptions,” said the psy­ 
chiatrist 
Concludes the secret report “It 
is not inconceivable that a de­ 
mented veteran or a paranoid, 
anti-military type coukl have 
committed an act of murder in 
Philadelphia’s Bellevue Hotel 
based on these ‘distorted percep­ 
tions.’" 
Murphy gently recommends 
that the FBI, CIA and chemical 
warfare experts dig into the case 
at once to prevent a recurrence. 
So for, declares the report, “we 
have found ourselves ... chasing 
whales with a butterfly net in 
that we Jiad the wrong people at 
the right places at the wrong 
time”

Inside the Front: 
How Labor really operates to 
win a ‘Friend in the White 
House* 


NEW YORK- Covering the 
presidential campaign without 
reporting in depth the full sweep 
of this nation’s third major 
party - namely, the labor 
movement - is 
mud) like 
pounding out the stories on a 
typewriter with no vowels and 
many consonants missing. Also, 
don’t cherchez la femme in 
Playboy. Cherchez le motif in 
the movement. 
That’s why I've zeroed in on 
one frontal segment in this 
nation - and on one union’s 
activities - the AFL- CIO’s 
Communications 
Workers 
of 
America’s eight-state Northeast 
District One. Here is the scheme 
of things for Jimmy Carter - the 
actual reaching into the homes 
of every one of the CW^’s 82,000 
regional members. Not merely 
once will the households be 
contacted, but five or six times 
by election day morning. 
All union organization and 
industrial 
action 
has 
been 
stopped since Oct. 15 so that 22 
full-time staff people and more 
than 200 local leaders can 
campaign round-the-clock for 
the man from Plains. On just 
one small front. 
Why? Well, regional leader 
Morton Bahr, a national CWA 
vice president in charge of this 
District One, put it bluntly the 
other day. 
“ Next 
year, 
CWA 
will 
negotiate 
its 
next 
national 
contract with the Bell System,” 
Bahr wrote to his Connecticut 
members. “The results of those 
negotiations will affect all of us, 
whether we work for Bell or are 
employed in other private or 
public enterprise.” 
“We will need a friend in the 
White House and Carter has 
stated that if he is elected, labor 
will have a friend in the White 
House. We will also need a 
Congress to back up Carter- 
Mondale.” 
Is this District One a unique 
political front? What of the other 
tens of thousands of district and 
local labor organizations in the 
109 national AFL-CIO unions 
and in the auto workers, the 
miners and the teamsters? 
So I contacted Bahr. He’s one 
of the shrewdest of labor’s 
politicos. He told me he believes 
there will be a large voter 
turnout. Why? 
“Vic, 
I think when you 
multiply this by the effort most 
unions are putting forth, the 
degree of apathy most experts 
expect to exist on Nov. 2 will not 
materialize.” 
Bahr 
wasn’t 
m erely 
discussing the phone banks 
which can be whipped up in 24 
hours. 
Or, the one million 
leaflets his Manhattan-based 
District 
One 
headquarters 
alone will have distributed by 
election 
day. 
Or 
labor’s 
traditional 
election 
day 
babysitter, 
car-pool, 
get-the- 
voter-to-the-polls routine. 
Bahr 
knows 
his 
com­ 
munications. It goes right down 
the line. First, his national CWA 
president, Glenn Watts, who 
hopes some day tobe A FL-CIO 
president, will send a letter to 
the home of each of the national 
union’s 500,000 members. Then 
in Bahr’s District ONe, each 
member will receive or has 
reveived at home a personal 
letter from the latter. 
In Bahr’s Connecticut letter 
it’s the “friend in the White 
Houe” theme. In New York it’s 
vote¿,for Carter and purge 


Conservative-Republican 
Sen. 
Jim Buckley. 
In New Jersey, it’s much the 
same general theme with a plug 
for support of legalized casino 
gambling in Atlantic City. Bahr 
wrote to his New Jersey con­ 
stituents: “As CWA members 
we have a special interest in the 
election of a White House team 
friendly to labor.” 
Amid all this will' come a 
personal letter from all District 
One’s local union presidents to 
their membership. 
And, then comes a directive to 
the shop stewards. They have 
been asked to talk to every CWA 
member on the plant floor or 
anywhere 
under 
their 
jurisdiction. 
Bahr says that 
“prior to election day, our shop 
stewards personally will have 
talked to each member of the 
union.” 
There also is a letter from 
Bahr 
to 
his 
local 
union 
presidents to contact all shop 
stewards to remind them to 
make a “ personal contact on 
every single member. ’ ’ 


As a wrap-up,” says Bahr, “on 
Nov. 1, 1976, we will distribute 
handbills at every CWA work 
location in New York, New 
Jersey, 
Connecticut 
and 
Massachusetts." 
Further, the 22 union staffers 
and the more than 200 local 
union leaders actually become 
Democratic party workers - but 
not in name. They were of­ 
ficially given approval on Oct. 8 
at their regional convention to 
knock off all union work after 
Oct. 
15 and campaign for 
“Carter-Mondale” 
full 
time. 
They work “cooperatively” with 
all local, central and state labor 
organizations. 
Bahr is right. He says you 
can’t measure the “massiveness 
of the effort” of organized 
labor's operation, 
which in 
many states is virtually all there 
is to the Democratic party, 
unless you get down to bedrock 
and observe such operations as 
Morton Bahr’s. 
Thus it’s not only the better 
known AFL-CIO Committee on 
Political 
Education 
(COPE) 
which must be observed. It’s 
each local labor counterpart of 
the Northeast CWA region. So, 
it’s the unions themselves which 
are the hopes of Gov. Carter to 
edge out President Ford in Ohio, 
for example - without which 
state no Republican ever has 
won the Presidency.

HOW TO HELP 
GUATEMALA 
It seem s that there have been an increasing number of 
natural disasters in recent years. One of the most tragic 
of these occurred in the peaceful Central American 
country of Guatemala on February 4. 
At about 3 a.m. that day, one of the strongest ear­ 
thquakes ever felt by man — lasting 30 seconds and 
registering 7.5 on the Richter scale — hit Guatemala, 
toppling adobe walls and ceilings onto a still-sleeping 
population. Left in the wake of the first earthquake, and 
other quakes that quickly followed, were 24,000 dead, 
60,000 injured, and about 1,000,000 homeless. 
Since then, the hearts of a number of other countries 
have gone out to the people of Guatemala. To its credit 
and in line with its historic pattern, the United States has 
led relief efforts, Our government, working with a 
special $25 million appropriation voted by Congress, has 
been busy in recent weeks in efforts to reconstruct roads, 
bridges, and other facilities destroyed in the quake. 
More impressive even than what our government has 
done, however, is what individual American citizens 
have been doing to aid Guatemalans. Members of a 
number of religious organizations, such as the Catholics, 
Baptists, 
Mormons, Seventh Day 
Adventists, and 
Salvation Army, have shared in major efforts to 
reconstruct housing and otherwise aid survivors. 
One Baptist pastor, Norman E. Mitchell, of Pocomoke 
City, Md., learned that there was an acute shortage of 
skilled manpower with which to rebuild housing for the 
country’s rural Indians who were hit hardest by the 
quake. So he wrote 30 letters to friends in Maryland and 
Virginia, asking them to take a week off work and pay 
their own expenses to Guatemala (nearly $500 round- 
trip) to help build housing for the Indians. Twenty-one of 
the 30 subsequently accompanied Rev. Mitchell to 
Guatemala, returning early in October after living and 
working for one week among the people there. 
Rev. Mitchell reports that housing materials are 
available in the country, and that it is labor that con­ 
tinues to be in critically short supply. He is now planning 
another work expedition for next spring and invites 
anyone who can personally accompany him back to 
Guatemala, or donate money to help send someone else, 
to do so.

The political planners say this kind of nonsense is necessary. 
That in truth the people aren’t to be trusted. Ergo, the can­ 
didates in peace are given more security than was Caesar in 
battle. Down South, when candidate Ford traveled by in­ 
terstate highway between New Orleans and Mobile, his motor­ 
cade was all that moved on the road; every intersection for 
the 140-mile jaunt was blocked by police officers. 


Blocking the intersection has a twofold purpose, I unders­ 
tand. Besides the insurance against fiends, the maneuver 
assures the candidate that devoted citizens will line his motor­ 
cade route. What else can the motorists do? Trapped in their 
stuffy cars, often for 90 minutes or more, people naturally 
tend to get out to see what’s happening. Hence the citizens can 
be used by, if not used in, campaigns. 


Jimmy Carter is not innocent in all this. His electioneering 
is nearly as sterilized and insulated as his opponent’s. And yet 
he did spend a long primary season meeting with and 
soliciting help from the people of America. 
Ford has not been so close to common men and womên since 
his days as a congressional candidate; as president, one 
suspects, he has not in years talked warmly and at length with 
anyone other than government, military, corporate or 
political officers. 


It may be that few in the country care that they are excluded 
from all but a voyeur’s role in the presidential selection 
process. But I think not. One suspects that the feeling of being 
ignored, of being left out, is pervasive and perhaps a major 
element of the negative attidude of millions of people toward 
government and its leaders. 
And so it occurs to me that the League might consider the 
possibility of beginning a reversal of the anti-people elec­ 
tioneering. The suggestion is that the panelists at the next 
debate not be media personalities but instead citizens from 
various walks of life. Not big shots. Not celebrities. But Mr. 
and Mrs. Average American. 


I realize risk would be involved. Particularly for the can­ 
didates.

DEAR READER - No 
doubt the doctor is talking 
about the effects of stress on 
ulcers. P eptic ulcers are 
another disease of this cen­ 
tury. They were most uncom­ 
mon before 1900. The ulcers 
that did occur were more like­ 
ly to be in the stomach rather 
than the m ore common 
duodenal ulcers which your 
friend probably has. 
About one in four men 
develop peptic ulcers at some 
time. That's quite high for a 
disease that was seldom seen 
75 years ago. 
The job pressures, efforts 
required for material success, 
increased domestic demands 
related to financing a family 
and related social pressures 
all take their toll. 
So does the increased use of 
c o ffe e , c o la s , tea and 
caffeinated drinks, not to 
m e n tio n 
a lc o h o l 
and 
cigarettes. 
Yes. surgery is used in 
selected cases - usually those 
which cannot be successfully 
managed with more conser­ 
vative methods. It is not 
without its complications. 
Surgery will not eliminate 
stress or correct bad habits, 
such as smoking cigarettes, or 
resolve domestic problems. 
Sometim es a person is 
better off to change his 


lifestyle - Including changing 
jobs or career objectives. 
If proper attention to 
lifestyle, changes in habits 
and adequate medical treat­ 
ment are not sufficient then 
recurrent attacks, particular­ 
ly with complications such as 
hemorrhage, warrant con­ 
sideration of surgery.

— headed by Sgt. Bob Grubbs — 
broke up a ring of thieves 
consisting of four juveniles and 
one adult Tuesday as a result of 
an investigation into an at* 
tempted robbery at the Chaffee 
Housing Authority office on 
WeetMain.

“The state law provides that,” 
said Capshaw. “If as many as 
five per cent of the city’s voters, 
who voted in the preceding 
election for governor, sign a 


petition, then an audit must be 
made. 
’’The audit took several 
months and I was informed the 
final bill would be presented 
to the city within the next weeks. 
It is expected the total bill will 
amount to several thousand 
dollars.” 
Upon a direct question by 
Capshaw, “Was there anything 
unusual found in the audit?” the 
auditor replied, “Nothing.”

When coach Paul Webber moved to Jackson, Mo., there Is no 
denying that the JHS athletic program took a dramatic change. No 
longer were the Indians that “other school hi Cape county.” And, no 
longer did the Sikeston Bulldogs have an automatic victory when the 
two met. Jackson went so far as to qualify for the state playoffs three 
years ago and to become the first 3-A school to win the Northern 
division title in over 20 years during the 1975 season. 
They won’t defend their title in 1976, but the Indians are still very 
much in the picture for the state playoffs. 
“We don't pay very much attention to stuff like that (the playof­ 
fs),” said coach Webber recently. “We Just know that we’ve got a 
real tough game coining up Friday night.’’ 
The nearly impregnable Jackson defense has allowed just three 
touchdowns in eight games, but two of those scores have cost them a 
loss on the scoreboard. 
“Sure, we were down for a while,” said the Jackson coach. 
“Maybe we looked past Charleston, but they sure played well. They 
deserved to win.” 
Charleston beat the Indians 6-0 last week, while Sikeston nearly 
looked past Cape, squeezing out a 21-20 heart-stopper. Both teams 
may have been thinking ahead a week to this monumental con­ 
frontation. 
“These guys aren’t the type that will quit,” emphasized the Indian 
head man. Sikeston fans who remember that 14-0 defeat the powerful 
Indians handed Sikeston last year stifle involuntary shudders at the 
thought of a repeat of the same. The Indians have beat Sikeston four 
years in a row and five of the last six.

Jackson has also won five with 105 points put on the board. 
“All I know is, they’ve always beaten us as long as I’ve been 
here,” said Bulldog coach Terry Smith, “and probably a couple 
years before.” 
The Bulldog coach, in his fourth year at Sikeston, has taken a 
program in ruin and built quite an outstanding team in the 1976 
Bulldogs. Twenty-three seniors on the Sikeston roster have a chance 
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to rack up the first unbeaten season for the Bulldogs since 1967 and 
have even an outside shot at a state playoff berth. Smith is no 
stranger to the state playoffs, taking his 1968 Perryville Pirates to 
the 3-A title. 
“They don’t throw too much,” says Smith about the Indian wish­ 
bone offense. “We won’t make any big changes for them. We have to 
control the corners and stop the option play.” 
“When they threw 12 times last week against Charleston, it was 
the most they’ve thrown all year. ” 
Eighteen seniors graduated from last year’s conference title team 
at Jackson, including the entire starting backfield. The offense, 
which has exploded for huge point totals on three occasions, has let 
the defense ami the team (town on others. 
“It really hurts,” notes Webber, “to think that we’ve only given up 
three touchdowns all year, and two of them have beaten us.” 
"It’s sad that our young offense couldn’t produce some points,” he 
said, referring to the blankings his team suffered in defeats to 
Charleston (6-0) and, earlier, Poplar Bluff (7-0). 
What will Sikeston try to do against Jackson? 
“They’ll do what they’ve been winning with,” predicted Webber. 
“Coach Smith’s approach to the game is a lot like mine. I think I’m 
safe in saying that we really respect each other a lot.” 
Of course, it would help Smith’s self-respect if he could beat 
Webber once in a while, and this year it’s probably even more im­ 
portant to the Bulldog leader. A conference title, a state playoff spot 
and a once-in-adecade record are on the line. 
“I think Paul and I are good buddies,” said Smith, but you can bet 
the “buddies” will be trying to beat each other’s brains out come 
Friday night at the Jackson high school field. 
Jackson can’t afford another loss if they want to go to state, 
despite the weak squads in their district. Sikeston is in the same 
shape, state playoff-wise. But, they are also thinking conference title 
coming into the game. The conference championship patches that 
used to reside on the shoulders of many a Bulldog jacket in the past 
have been absent for a too-long eight years. 
“I want to make Sikeston a word to be feared again,” said Terry 
Smith when he came to Sikeston. A win over the tough and inspired 
Indians would go a long way to make that a reality. 
The Bulldogs have a reare opportunity, possessing the talent and 
ability, to make their year in 1976 a very special one. But, there are 
two huge roadblocks in the way- meaning their last two opponents, 
the Indians and Poplar Bluff.

covered the error it told the 
agency and 
im m ediately 
“cleaned up production,” even 


though, said Terry, the com­ 
pany believed the incorrect am ­ 
plifiers may have satisfied re­ 
quirements. 
That belief was at least par­ 
tially borne out. In testing the 
vehicles, Chrysler found the 
amplifier met requirements on 
3.500-pound cars 
It said the 
EPA agreed. This immediately 
reduced the number of possible 
violations to 3,600 
Even that number, thought 
Chrysler, was too high. It esti­ 


mated that the remaining 3,600 
vehicles would pass the anti­ 
pollutant requirements, even 
though equipped with the older- 
model amplifier. 
On Jan. 27, in keeping with 
its obligations, Chrysler notified 
owners and dealers, and man­ 
aged to reduce the number of 
potentially offending vehicles to 
1,800. 
Then, said Terry, the com­ 
pany learned it was to be sued 
the maximum $10,000 penalty.

Privacy safeguards should be 
strengthened before banks be­ 
gin widespread use of comput­ 
erized payment systems replac­ 
ing cash and checks, witnesses 
told a new government com­ 
mission today. 
Alan F. Weston of Columbia 
University said the electronic 
systems will require laws for­ 
bidding use of financial records 
except for purposes authorized 


by the subject. Use of the com­ 
puterized systems, now in ef­ 
fect in some areas, is expected 
to become widespread within a 
few years. 


Weston, an expert on privacy, 
told the opening hearing of the 
National Commission on Elec­ 
tronic Funds Transfers that the 
systems could allow “unprece­ 
dented feats of surveillance" 
over citizens.
